“W e frequently hear the personal 
argum ent that a career, supposed 1% 
great aahs begun by selling papers 
on the street,” said Dr. McKehvay, 
“but I often Avonder if 
ihe 
dis­ 
abilities against which such men 
have struggled, or of which they 
are unfortunately unconscious may 
not have come from the early ex­ 
perience of 
which 
they 
boast. 
Street 
work m ay develop sm all­ 
ness, btu it does not lead to wis- 
dom. 
Gaminhood is more likely 
to be the open door to the reform a­ 
tory or the penitentiary than the 
open portal to real success. 
“As a former newspaper man, I 
want to put this m atter of tho lit­ 
tle street m erchants up 
to 
the 
newspapers themselves, and in so 
doing I should like to acknowledge 
on behalf of the 
National 
Child 
Labor com m ittee its obligation to 
the press of the country for tin* 
education of the public concerning 
the evils of childlabor.

newspapers, having reformed otic

is no question about the facts— the 
demoralizing effect of street work 
on the small boy, and the efficiency 
of stands and older boys and men 
in selling papers.

It was not thought necessary to follow this procedure in any 


of the wars in which this country has engaged in the past. 
In the 


war of 1812, President Madison’s cabinet consist* ii entirely of men of 


his political faith. 
In the war with Mexico the same thing held and 


President Polk’s advisers were ail democrats, as was lie. 
In the <*ivil 


wrar President Lincoln chose only men of his own party to sit with him 


around the council table and to execute his orders, while even in our 


own day w hen we had o u r trouble with Spain and later with the Phil 


i pp in es. President McKinley had no notion of leaning upon any hut 


republicans as m embers of his official family. 


Why President Wilson should be asked to depart from this tinie- 


lonored custom now' is something hard to understand. 
And at that he 


has gone flirt lier in this respect than any of the other war presidents, 


for he has chosen as his premier a man who tip to tie* time of accept­ 


ing the* portfolio, had never been anything but a republican and had held 


office under several republican administrations. 
The president at the 


time of his selection believed he was the man for tho place and did 


not hesitate to appoint him, and if he finds in the future that tho 


exigencies of the times demand that some other republican or republi­ 


cans should be invited into the cabinet he will not fear to do so. 
Rut 


the propaganda that is being sent out to create public sentiment to 


this end is wholly uncalled for and tends to inject a political phase 


into present conditions that has no place there.

HOT BATHS IN JAPAN. 


Five Times a Day, An Hour at a 
Time, Not Uncommon Regime. 


The number of baths taken daily 
by the Japanese at the hot springs, 
says the Herald of Asia, and the 
length of time they remain in the 
water run counter to all western 
medical opinion regarding the util­ 
ity of hot baths for invalids. Five 
or six times a day for,an hour or 
longer at a time would not be con­ 
sidered an uncommon regime. 
A smile of incredulity was raised 
some years ago 
when 
Professor 
Chamberlain told us of a tiny spa 
where the bathers stayed in 


water for a month or more, with 
stones on their laps to prevent 
them from floating in their sleep. 
Yet I could name another remet-■ 
little spot where a very old man 
—well advanced in the nineties, in 
fact —has literally lived iii the shal­ 
low warm water of the spring for 
years, his knees and neck support­ 
ed by a beam, from early morn till 
midnight. 
The high temperature at which 
the baths are taken has excited 
the wonder of many travelers, At 
Kunsatsu, for instance, that of the 
chief bath is 128 degrees, Fahren­ 
heit ; but such a temperature noecs-

limit of from three and a half to 
four minutes immersion.

At the same time 
the Japanese skin cannot be so 
sensitive as that of the European, 
for the dailv tub is enjoyed by the 
native at a temperature that makes 
the baldest of us wince.

C o ys Bsing Scarce, 
They 
Make 
Fluid 
From Soy 
Beans. 
From Die AAmih’s Companion. 
The milk problem is by way of 
being Solved in Japan, where cows 
are scarce, by an extensive use el 
artificial niihv derived from the soy 
bean. 
First, the Japanese 
soak 
the 
beans, then boil them until the 
liquid turns white, when they add 
sugar and phosphate 
of 
potash. 
Tho boiling is resumed until a 
fluid results very similar in con­ 
sist eney and appearance to ordin­ 
ary condensed milk. When water 
is added soy milk is hardly to be 


distinguished 
from 
fresh 
cow’ 
milk. 
In composition also the artificial 
milk is almost like genuine mild 
its proteins, fats and sugars ar* 
in very nearly Hie same proport 
lion, although, of course, they ar*! 
w holly vegetable in origin. 
Whether the substitute is equal 
lo real cow’s milk as a form oi 
nourishment is not quite clear, for 
much of the value of milk as a 
food conies from the enzymes or 
vitamines it contains. 
The Japan-. 
esc, however, declare that it servesl 
all the purposes of cow’s milk, and! 
Dun ii has the advantage of being 
less liable to infection when prop­ 
erly and carefullv manufactured.
